Principal fisheries:  Largemouth bass, chain pickerel, white perch, rainbow smelt  
 
Three-Corner Pond was initially surveyed in 1955 at which time an excellent white perch fishery existed 
that was only lightly exploited.   
 
Largemouth bass were transferred to Three-Corner Pond from Johnson Pond in 1981. At that time, bass 
tapeworm, a parasite, was not found in the largemouth bass of Johnson Pond and an over abundance of 
fish made Johnson Pond an ideal source for bass transfers. Largemouth bass have now become self-
sustaining. 
 
The rainbow smelt population is typically very cyclic providing anglers with inconsistent years of fishing. 
 
A hand carried launch site is available to the angler along the southwest shore.
